demand and the monthly report to be is- 
sued on the !Oth by the agricultural de- 
partment. It is not definitely Known 
with what aspect of the crop this report | 
is intended to deal. It is, however, gen- 
erally expected simply to report the con- 
aiti of the crop in percentage as pre- 
viously given in the months of June, 
July, August, September and October, 
Assuming this to be the case, some 
speculation as to the probable showing 
is in order. 

The condition of the crop as given at. 
the end of October, 1904, was 75.8, and 
at the end of October, 1905, 71.2. As. 
the condition of the crop normally_de- 
clines during the autumn, and ag in 
the month of October it is rapidly ap- 
proaching the end of its productive life 
a radica] deterioration in condition is 
doubtless to be expected and [I shall not! 
be at all surprised if the measure of | 
this normal deterioration, as expressed 
in percentage, is as high as 10 points, 
If this allowance is -correct, the indi- 
cated condition for the November re- 
port had it been published this year, i. 
e.: November, 1904, would have been 
65.8, and the condition as indicated by 
the forthcoming report would. be 10 
points less than the last report, i. e@.: 
61.2; a higher figure than 61.2 would, 
fn my opinion, indicate a crop condition 
at the end of October closely approxi- 
mating that-of last vear.
